Know your rights consumer when comes 


buying, returning, refunding, charging, and forth

time joyous celebration, but because 
also time much buying and selling, 
often becomes season headaches 
and grievances for both consumers and 
retailers. Such upsets arise because the 
heart Christmas shopping is, after all, 
the buying gifts, many which are 
later returned the stores for cash, credit 
simple exchange. 

The misunderstandings and hassles 
that often result from such transactions 
could considerably mitigated the 
shopper were fully aware his her 
rights consumer, and the 
obligations and return-and-refund 
policy. But most don’t have clear 
idea what may and may not expect 
from merchant, and many stores not 
make their return policies readily 
apparent (which is, the way, 
violation the law they have any 
intention enforcing such policies; but 
more that anon). 

When comes returning defective 
products, most people don’t know 
what extent they are protected 
Massachusetts law, which very 
solicitous about the consumer this 
point more than other states’ 
statutes. For instance, assume you 
buy pocket calculator store with 
sign above its cash register saying 
REFUNDS. And further assume that when 
you get home the calculator refuses even 
turn say there’s fault the 
power supply. Would you feel you had 
settle for store credit subsitute 
calculator? so, you need few pointers 
consumer law. 

Quite often, too, the buyer doesn’t 
understand the difference between full 
and limited warranty crucial 
distinction, certainly one that should 
counted your decision buy one 
product and not another. better 
buy Christmas gifts with cash with 
credit card? The answer not simple 
you may think. What are your legal 
rights when you purchase item 
layaway plan? you have the right 
refund you return sweater simply 
because you like the color, 
because doesn’t fit? Are Christmas 
clubs worthwhile investment? What 
recourse you have it’s been six 
weeks and that mail order still 
arrived? 

effort answer these and other

There sits, smack the 
middle the North End the 
busiest street, right next the St. Leo- 
nard’s Peace Garden. But for all its 
visibility Mamma Catina far less re- 
nowned than many North End res- 

has operated for years Hanover 
Street and, late, has become some- 
thing mini-conglomerate with the 
opening branch East Boston near 
the tunnel entrance. Perhaps time for 
management begin calling the North 
End establishment Olde Original 
Mamma Catina attract the tourist 
trade. 

There seating for about nar- 
row, shingled room decorated with Chi- 
anti bottles and few small flags. wall 
mural little artistic merit depicts canal 
scene and gondolieri. The atmosphere 
first seems mere cut above that 
Pizza Shack, but the place manages 
warm and friendly. 

Our waitress told there are many 
items available that are not listed the 
menu. One these, the fish chowder 
($1.50), was truly excellent, discov- 
ered: brim-full firm-textured fish 
strong, creamy and delicious stock. Our 
other appetizers included Mussels 
Marinara ($3.75), Italian salami and pro- 
volone ($2.25), and stuffed mushrooms 
($3), another off-the-menu item. The 
spicy, flavorful salami wedges served 
with slices good provolone cheese were 
more snack than appe- 
tizer, thought. The mushrooms were 
splendid perfectly broiled and subtly 
musky but the stuffing was too bready 
and bland. 

Mussels Marinara, huge por- 
tion more beautiful bivalves 
swimming thin, herbal tomato broth, 
was lovely dish. The mussels, steamed 
succulence and peak flavor, were ex- 
quisitely complemented the sauce. 
Our complaint was that there were 


many them, and they were good, 
that was nearly impossible keep from 
gorging them. 

Seeing our duty clearly, left the 
mussels and went sample two pasta 
offerings: Spaghetti carbonara ($4.75) 
and Spaghetti with garlic and oil. both 
cases, the pasta itelf was equal the best 
ever tried; the spaghetti being rich 
wheaty flavor and properly textured 
the dull supermarket variety. 

The garlic-and-oil sauce was suffic- 
iently assertive yet lacked some the 
peppery kick that distinguishes some ver- 
sions this dish. The carbonara was ab- 
solutely delectable, the sauce buttery and 
eggy, its flavor enhanced savory 
pieces diced slab bacon. All all 
great delight. 


main courses were stuffed ziti 


($5.75), off-the-menu choice, Veal 
with lemon sauce ($5.25), Veal parmi- 
giana ($4.95) and braciola ($5.95) 

The first was platter absolutely laden 
with food, easily enough for three people: 
stuffed pasta, tart and pronounced to- 
mato sauce and exquisite sausage. The 
same sauce seemed have been used 
the Veal parmigiana too, and worked 
well with the excellent melted mozzarella 
cheese and subtle flavor very good 
veal. felt, however, that this dish 
could have used even more seasoning. 

The only real complaint the even- 
ing stemmed from the veal with lemon 
sauce. Here the superior veal, sliced into 
wafer-thin scallops, was ruined 
heavy-handed lemon sauce. Done prop- 
erly, this dish perfectly sauteed veal 
pan sauce with piquant hint lemon. 
What got was unctuous liquid that 
fairly screamed citrus flavor, tasting 
very much like the filling cafeteria 
lemon meringue pie. What shame 
subject such terrific veal that sauce. 

The kitchen redeemed itself with the 
braciola, pounded sliced beef rolled and 
stuffed with savory filling. was 
braised fork tenderness and sur- 
passingly flavorful. 

The braciola and parmigiana were 
served wtih order the fine spag- 
hetti tried earlier; was carefully 
cooked dente and demonstrated the 
niceties which the kitchen capable.

For- 
tunately, other local exhibitors are show- 
ing some the 32-year-old 
earlier works: The Goalie’s Anxiety the 
Penalty Kick (1971) the Central Square 
and Kings the Road (1976) Center 
Screen. I’m afraid neither will make many 
converts, though. Wenders has created 
something close masterpiece 
Friend: the best that can said for his 
previous films that they are intriguing, 
occasionally artful, with few moments 
real brilliance.

Juke boxes decorate his characters’ 
bedrooms (and even the backs their 
trucks), neon signs light their nights, and 
their muses are American rock ‘n’ roll and 
American genre movies. Wenders grew 
vanquished Germany, where part 
the younger generation, disgusted with 
the embraced the rather lurid 
trappings the conqueror’s culture.

Co-written Peter Handke, the cele- 
brated German writer whose story it’s 
based, The Goalie’s Anxiety the 
Penalty Kick far more polished 
execution and rather more opaque 
meaning. Its hero Joseph Bloch (Ar- 
thur Strauss), small-time soccer goalie 
who, for apparent reason, murders the 
Viennese movie cashier he’s just spent the 
night with and then travels the Aus- 


border region, where 
simply hangs out, languidly awaiting his 
arrest. Handke has cited Camus 
remorse for his pointless crime recalls 
Meursault, the hero The 


Stranger, who committed murder and 


then was sentenced die largely be- 
cause made apologies for having re- 
mained dry-eyed his mother’s funeral. 
For Camus, Meursault was existential 
hero because accepted what was; 
opened his heart “the benign indif- 
ference the universe.” But for Wen- 
ders and Handke, the indifference the 
universe malignant; devours Bloch’s 
heart and leaves him incapable open- 
ing anything. The most explicit 
emotion experiences sort un- 
directed anxiety, the sensation that

Goalie’s Anxiety tightly con- 
trolled Kings the Road undis- 
ciplined. Bloch kills, beaten twice 
and reads that the police are his trail, 
but nothing about Wenders’s handling 
these incidents makes them seem any 
more significant than bus ride nap. 
order convey the deadening same- 
ness Bloch’s life, Wenders 
restricts his own vocabulary images. 
Like the novels Alain Robbe-Grillet, 
another Handke favorite, the film full 
certain specified objects: coins, news- 
papers, beer bottles, vending machines, 
trains. The people, too, seem object-like, 
predictable; the are sullen 
waitresses, maids cashiers and the men 
are nasty, spoiling for fight. Conversa- 
tion nonsensical, desultory, numb- 
ingly trivial. It’s eerie world. Because 
there’s absolutely qualitative dif- 
ference between violent acts and inno- 
cent ones, between meaningful state- 
ments and gibberish, everything be- 
comes suspect and, finally, menacing. 

But The Goalie’s Anxiety sabotages 
itself. Wenders doesn’t give his pro- 
tagonist’s obliviousness any resonance 
drama. Bloch comes across cantank- 
erous robot; his actions are indecipher- 
able. Impassivity can successfully por- 
trayed film, but difficult. The film- 
maker must probe the smallest gestures 
snippets dialogue expose the 
emotions behind them. the character 
being secretive? frightened? An- 
gry? Tranquil? Above all? Wenders’s 
rigor allows insight, and Bloch never 
comes into focus. the end, he’s bit 
bore. The viewer will surprised 
discover that Handke’s original story 
the goalie turns out paranoid 
schizophrenic, unraveling vertigin- 
ous rate. Wenders simply found 
the devices convey that. 

One might tempted view The 
Friend fortuitous com- 
bination the elements first introduced 
the earlier films the murder-sus- 
pense format from Goalie’s Anxiety and 
the buddy-buddy material from Kings 
the Road.

iveca Lindfors first gave birth 
Kristoffer Tabori years ago, pre- 
sumably trunk; now she does 
nightly the Boston Repertory Theater, 
where her offspring emerges from 
imaginary womb fully grown and im- 
peccable green velvet blazer, the 
theme song from Rocky.

swim, the youthful troupe 
thrashes, gasps for air and very 
nearly drowns. Fortunately, Sir 
John Falstaff tosses life pre- 
the form his bois- 
terous antics. 

Henry IV, Part deals, 
course, with the coming age 
who must give sporting 
life and shoulder his duties heir 
apparent. The comic plot turns 
deliberately playing the 
prodigal son offend 
make offense thieving 
and debauching under the ap- 
proving eye the bumptious Fal- 
staff; the war plot centers the 
threat the throne con- 
spiracy noblemen driven 
greed, envy, and pride. Hal rallies 
his father’s forces quash the re- 
bellion, but the clown who 
has the final say about such sacri- 

The play’s problem lies 
maintaining the balance between 
comedy and drama; the failure 
Marvelously adept physical 
comedy, the company simply 
lacks actors capable subtlety 
heroic stature. Prince Hal, 
Sterling Swann gives his usual 
charming, low-key performance; 
Paul Dunn credibly conveys the 
barely controlled rage young 
Hotspur, the leader the rebel- 
lion; and Ramon Ramos has fine 
moments the bloodthirsty Earl 
Douglas. But the mere compe- 
tence these few seems masterly 
when compared the shenani- 
gans their fellows, whose per- 
formances range from tolerably 
dull (Jeffrey Stuart Beach’s Glen- 
dower) excruciatingly bad 
(Richard Moses’s King Henry 
and Mark Thompson’s Vernon). 

That leaves only Spiro Velou- 
dos, who steals the show Fal- 
staff. Veloudos shameless 
ham, seemingly all bluff, mug- 
ging and exaggeration. But when 
takes stage for soliloquy, one 
helpless against the comic on- 
slaught. His style combines con- 
viction, intelligence and chutz- 
pah. the Publick Theater, where 
played Don Armado last 
delivered entire speech lying 
flat his back was side- 
splitting. And brings the same 
outrageousness his crafty, 


cowardly Falstaff. his 


powering presence makes the 
production lopsided, also saves 
it. 


Director. Bill Cain

And, odd- 
est all, several times the stage 
crew sneaks remove scenery 
the middle scene.

Gayl Jones and Toni Morri- 
son, two the most talented con- 
temporary black writers, dramatize ra- 
cial oppression only indirectly, some 
critics treat them 
When violence enters their work, usu- 
ally comes not from whites, but from 
frustrated, demonic blacks. Their art 
treats the effects history degrada- 
tion: since they often explore the harsh, 
strange ways which that history infects 
black emotion and black sexuality 
both have been charged with sensation- 
alism. The question whether their fic- 
tion fuels vicious stereotypes blacks 
was raised recently last month, 
sophisticated journal The New York 
Review Books, part essay dis- 
cussing Jones’s and most re- 
cent work: Jones’s first collection short 
stories, White Rat (Random House, 
$7.95) and Morrison’s most ambitious 
novel yet, Song Solomon (Knopf, 
$8.95).
